Sts. Joho and Paul's Church of the Dominicans, 
where a folemn Service was faid. The Proceffion 
moved flowly round St, Matk’s Square ; eight Cap- 
tains of Ships carried the Bier 5 then followed the

Son of the decealed Doge ; 60 Senators, two and 
two, in thei Scarlet Robes 5 and laftly, the 
Kinsfolks of the Deceafed in deep Mourning Ha- 
bits, training on the Ground. The Image was 
laid upon a fumptuous Maufoleam in the Church ; 
the Church bung with Black, adorned with the 
Arms of the Carnaro Family, and divers Emble- 
matical Reprefeotations, and illuminated with above 
2000 Tapers and Fismbeaux and the Funeral 
Oration was pronounced by the Canon Berens, with 
enceal Applaule from a great Crowd of Hearers,
